Paris, May 18. -

CHEAPER. FLYING. 


Aero Clubs at Home = are 
extremely pleased by a rdeent 
announcement showing . that 


Britain is now able to produce the 
cheapest light ‘aeroplane in the 
world. This is so by reason of 
the fact that the price of the 
Gypsy “Moth” has just been -re- 
| duced by no lesd a sum than £80. 
The price of’ the machine fs thus 
£595, which is the lowest price for 
a standard two-seater biplane in 
the world. The news is especials 
ly weleome to Flying Clubs at 
Home as they -are likely to be 
severely hit this year by the re- 
{duction of their subsidies. 
‘ The bringing down of the price 
of this machine by the de Mavil- 
land Company. has been made pos- 
sible by the introduction of mass 
production.into aircraft factories, 
This provides an illustration of 
fhe fact that aeroplane production 
is rapidly assuming the same 


ture.’ The Company named is now 
turning. out 1,700 machines a 
year, and as it-makes the entire 


work on the mass production 
system, which saves both time and 
money. .Actording to an official 
of the Company, there is no 
foreign machine of the type now 
reduced .in price made at a figure 
within £100 of that of the “Moth.” 
Even the. American .manufac- 
turers, who pride themselves on 
cheap production, have been 
Unable to get to so low a selling 
figure. The machine’ has a 
cruising speed of ‘90 to 100 miles 
per hour, and is driven by a 100- 
hhorse-power engine. It is, more- 
over, fitted with “dual controls 
which can be operated from either 
cockpit, These facts are most 
encouraging at a.time when we 
hear criticism of lack of enterprise 
on the part of: British . aircraft 
manufacturers. .The tendency 
will be to popularise flying and 
make the public even more air- 
minded.
